_ According to Mr. Walter Gibbes, 
vocational coordinator, the follow- 
ing courses are now being offered 
by the vocational-technical depart- 
ment: radio and television repair 
and code; barbering; automotive 
mechanics; body and fender repair; 
woodworking; mechanical drawing; 
engineering drafting; machine 
shop; refrigeration and air-condi- 
tioning; electric motor repair; gen- 
eral electricity and wiring; office 
machines repair; airplane engine 
mechanics; automotve machinist; 
and furniture upholstery. 

The department is rapidly ex- 
panding to meet the demand for 
this type training. 

Courses are planned so as to pre- 
pare students for employment as 
advanced apprentices in the fields 
of their choice and to give prepara- 
tory training for salesman, mana- 
gers, or clerks in the vocational- 
technical fields.

_ Hi-Steppers Display New Gym Equipment

It’s hi-steppin’ time at Hinds 
Junior College here, and_ that 
means readin’ and writin’ have 
been joined by rhythm for a four- 
four beat in the new girls’ gym- 
nasium. 

Or, to hit the right note some- 
where between Bach and Brubeck, 
it’s that time of year when the 
Hinds Hi-Steppers are getting into 
shape (word .used advisedly) for 
the big events of the school year 
ahead.

Our overall aim 
is even greater than this—we aim 
at turning out a polished girl, one 
equal in poise and grace to the 
finest product of the best finish- 
ing school.” 

Mrs. Bee admits, too, that along 
the way, there’s plenty of hard 
work. And while some of the ac- 
commodations of the new gym are 
making things. better for the girls 
—such as a swank, mirror lined 
and perfectly equipped dressing 
room—some of the others make 
nothing easier. 

Correction Room 

There’s the “correction room” 
for instance—a room. equipped 
with a rowing device, stationary

bike, a spring board, exercise bars 
and all other equipment for help- 
ing the girl to develop co-ordina- 
tion—as well as to maybe take off 
some of those extra lumps added 
by too much meat and potatoes. 


“They work hard,” Mrs. Bee ex- 
plains. “Being a Hi-Stepper de- 
mands hard work, but when a girl 
comes to you with huge blisters 
on her feet from marching, to tell 
you how wonderful it was perform- 
ing for maybe a half-hour, you get 
a lump in your throat.” 

Mrs. Bee’s and Mrs. Swett’s 
lounge-type offices are strictly 
modern, featuring the latest lounge 


decor. Mrs. Swett’s is furnished 
strictly as a lounge for the girls— 
with items including bookshelves 
—while Mrs. Bee’s is so furnished 
that she can use it as a counseling 
room. 


Bulging With Costumes 


Off her office is the “prop” 
room, bulging with costumes and 
props, since the girls do many 
types of ““‘interpretive” dances. 


Mrs. Bee, a former Jackson 
dance instructor who became Hi- 
Stepper director eight years ago— 
just two years after the group 
came into being—is justly proud 


of her girls and their accomplish- 
ments. 


“The girls work hard, in sum- 
mer as well as during the school 
term, and they’re doing a great 
job not only for themselves and 
their school, but for all of Missis- 
sippi,” she declares.

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- Farm Provides 


Cafeteria And Laboratory

One of the most interesting of 
the facilities which Hinds Junior 
College operates is its farm. 


The farm is used to provide food 
for the junior college and to serve 
as a laboratory for agricultural 
students to observe ‘practical dem- 
onstrations in modern production 
methods. The farm, itself, covers 
over 1000 acres and extends from 
near the site of the campus to 
the John Bell Williams Memorial 
Airport, 


Near the airport is situated a 
small experimental plot for vege- 
tables, which is maintained for ex- 
perimental purposes and for the 
production of fresh vegetables for 
the college cafeteria, In season, 
such practical vegetables as toma- 
toes, sweet corn, okra, and squash 
are grown. 


Farm Purpose 


Nevertheless, this is not the 
chief purpose of the farm, for on 
the majority of the land which 
the operation includes, cattle, hogs, 
and chickens are raised. A herd of 
registered Jersey and Holste{n 
cows provides all the milk consum- 
ed in the college cafeteria. 


This milk is produced on the 
farm near the campus and is pro- 
cessed for student use by person- 
nel of the Agriculture Department. 
A grade “A” dairy barn and milk 
pasteurizing and bottling unit make 
this part of the farm most modern. 


About half of the beef used in 
the cafeteria is also produced by 
this unit. } 

A modern poultry unit of 4000 
broilers and 1200 hens produces 


Food For 


the broilers and eggs used in the 
school cafeteria.. Here, students 
have’ an opportunity to observe 
each step in poultry production. A 
swine unit provides between 150 
and 175 market hogs each year, 
which are sold for such products 
as pork, pork chops, and sausage. 
These units follow up-to-date prac- 
tices on care at farrowing, disease 
control, sanitation, and feeding. 


Brood Stock 


An excellent brood stock for 
farmers of this area and for beef 
purposes is maintained by a breed- 
ing herd of 50 registered Hereford 
cows. These cattle provide excel- 
lent material for instructional pur- 
poses in judging, fitting, and show- 
ing beef cattle. 


Test plots of farming size for 
winter grazing beef cattle, hogs 
and dairy cattle are some of the 
main features of the college farm. 


Approximately 5,000 bales of hay, 


2,000 bushels of corn, 250 pounds 
of silage, and 2,000 bushels of oats 
are produced as a part of the farm 
operations. All this corn, hay, oats 
and silage is needed by the live- 
stock. 


Last year ‘Hinds’ farm worked 
with another such group for ex- 
perimental purposes. A co-opera- 


tive program was set up between} 


Hinds Junior College’s farm and 
the animal husbandry division of 
Mississippi State University. 


Working together, in this man- 
ner, provides each college with a 
knowledge of the other’s successes 


and failures in experimentation and 
thus, brings about a quicker end 


result.

THE COLLEGE FARM located on the campus of 
Hinds Junior Collefe provides the student body with 
an abundance of fine foods. As shown above, alli 
phases of the farming scene are amply covered by 


the farm, offering not only quality foodstuffs but 
ample training for agriculture majors as well. With- 
in the area of the farm are found facilities for 
chickens, cattle, and vegetable raising.

The new physical education build- 
ing for girls at Hinds Junior Col- 
lege will be formally dedicated at 
3:30 p.m., Saturday, Homecoming 
Day. 


Located on the northeast perim- 
eter of the campus, adjoining a 
play area of 200 feet by 150 feet, 
the new building comprehends a 
gymnasium proper, a corrective 
and therapy room, a Hi-Stepper 
studio and rehearsal area, a class 
room equipped with visual aid 
equipment, directors’ offices, loc- 
ker rooms, and ample. storage 
space for equipment. 


Equipment now in use for the 
gymnasium includes combination 
indoor standards accommodating 
three badminton and two volley 
ball courts, a full sized profession- 
al trampoline, ping pong table, in- 
jclined spring board, adjustable 
traveling rings, duck mats, motor 
controlled glass backboards, am- 
plifier and microphone with two 
speakers, and scoreboard and 
clock. 

The corrective and therapy room 
is equipped with Battle Creek row- 
ex, ro-trim, health bike, veelite, 
inclined ;exercise table, and mas- 
sage table. In this room are also 
Swedish stall bars, a chest weight, 
balance board, scales and measur- 
ing rods, a first aid cabinet, and 
a large posture improving mirror. 

Hi-Stepper Studio 

The Hi-Stepper studio is fitted 

with 60 feet of mirrors, the same 


type used by Ballet Russe de Monte 
Carlo. Mirrored reflections aid in 
achieving precision, and in elim- 
inating faults in line, form, color 
and beauty in Hi-Stepper develop- 
ment. A Stromberg-Carlson stereo- 
phonic record player, and ballet 
practice bars are also in use in 
this studio. 

The office of the Hi-Stepper direc- 
tor, Mrs. Alon Bee, adjoins the 
practice area. Dramatic in black 
and white with orange accents, the 
office is equipped with an L-staped 
arrangement of long sofa, table and 
chair. A rectangular table in ebony 
and matching conference desk and 
white leather swivel chair com- 
plete the furnishings. Drapes at the 
large window behind the desk are 
of modern print, ‘‘Fancy Free,’’ 
from the ballerina collection in 
black and orange on white back- 
ground. A cornice is contained in 
the window treatment. 

The office of the director of phy- 
sical education classes, Mrs. Peg- 
gy Swett, is a combination of of- 
fice, conference room, reception 
area and kitchen. Against a re- 
cessed wall there is an “‘in a cabi- 
net kitchen’ consisting of stove, 
sink, and refrigerator.

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Cold Storage Plant Serves Large Area 


By NOLLIE COCHRAN 


As a person comes into Raymond 
from the direction of Jackson, he 
will notice a white brick building 
across the road from Hinds Junior 
College. This building is the Hinds 
Junior College Cold Storage Plant. 


Since the plant was built in the 
late 1930’s, it has, under the man- 
agement of Grady Sheffield, pro- 
gressed from a simple meat curing 
and storage plant:to a modern and 
well equipped structure complete 
with slaughter and locker facili- 
ties for public use. There are 570 
lockers in the plant, each holding 
an estimated 200 pounds. 


The plant is constructed to ob- 
tain the utmost in efficiency. When 
meat comes to the plant, the em- 
ployees, under the direction of 
Talmadge McNair, assistant man- 
ager, first slaughter it and then 
haul it to the processing room for 
cutting, wrapping: and packing. 


Later, it is taken to a room to 
age in 36 degree temperature. 
There is also a freezer room kept 
at a constant zero degrees, and 
a storage room where some of the 
perishable. foods. for the school’s 
kitchen are kept.

college uses each year. Turkeys, 
geese, rabbits, ducks, and even 
goats are also processed here, but 
not on as large a scale as the 
other foods. Mr. Sheffield estimates 
that Hinds Junior College uses at 
least 12,000 chickens, 50,000 pounds 
of beef, and 10,000 pounds of pork 
each year. 


There is an elaborate communi- 
cation system installed in the plant. 
This system is very much in use 
since the plant’s average output is 
200 pounds of meat daily. 


Any animal delivered to the plant 
will be efficiently slaughtered, 
chilled, cut up, and cured or pack- 
aged. The time all this takes may 
possibly be as short as 10 days, 
depending on the kind of meat to 
be handled. 


This plant serves farmers and 
cattlemen in more than 15 central 
Mississippi counties. The territory 
it includes stretches as far north 
as Belzoni, as far east as Brandon, 
to the west as far as: Vicksburg 
and Port Gibson, and all the way 
to Wesson-on the south. 


The plant is the largest in Mis- 
sissippi. Mr. Sheffield attributes 
this to three reasons. The first and 
most important is the complete 
service rendered to a customer 
when he enters the plant. He gets 
a finished product where in simi- 
lar plants, he is unable to do this. 
The second factor in the popularity 
of the plant is the reasonable price 
charged for the job. Being prac- 
tical, a non-profit organization, the 
prices are as low, and in many 
eases, lower than is possible any- 
where else in Mississippi. 


Top Quality 
The quality of the service re- 
ceived at the plant is still another 
reason for the large amount of 
| business. The cutting, wrapping,

of food is done in such a way as

defeating incumbent Mitchell Rob- 
inson in the second primary. Rob- 
inson led Campbell in the first pri- 
mary by some 2,000 votes, but 
Campbell was the victor in the 
second. 

Because of the two-party fight, 
the Hinds county race is gaining 
statewide attention. 

. Campbell frequently refers to the 
role he played in getting the Uni- 
versity Medical School bill passed 
and his work toward improving the 
state’s mental institutions at Whit- 
field and Ellisville. 

GOP Loot 

Westbrook is running as an inde- 
pendent because the Republican 
party did not hold a primary elec- 
tion, but he has been accused of 
using money from the Republican 
National in his bid for the Senate 
seat. 

Congressman John Bell Williams 
strongly endorsed Hayden Campbell 
for the State Senate last week. ‘‘The 
Mississippi Democratic Party is 
large enough and strong enough for 
us to disagree and fight among our- 
selves, but when the common 
enemy of all. Democrats—the Re- 
publican Party—moves into view, 
the time has come for us to fight 
and stand together in the best in- 
terest of our sovereign state and 
its citizens,’”’ states Mr. Williams.

Ingredients With 
Today’s Education 


In a preface to “Memo to a Col- 
lege Trustee,” Clarence H. Faust, 
President of the Fund for the 
Advancement of Education and 
Vice-President of the Ford Foun- 
dation, says, “The Report is being 
published exactly as it was finally 
submitted by the authors... . It 
is testimony of the Fund’s convic- 
tion that fresh ideas and vigorous 
discussion are essential ingredi- 
ents of progress in American edu- 
cation.” 

One of the most telling portions 
of Ruml’s presentation is his sec- 
tion, “Models of the Possible,” in 
which he gives specific figures on 
how a liberal college might be 
operated according to his sugges- 
tions. i 

For a college of 1200 students, 
for example, he assumes the rec- 
ommended ratio of one teacher for 
every 20 students, making a total 
of 60 full-time faculty members. 
He further assumes that $800 per 
year per student is available from 
tuition or otherwise for the com- 
pensation of the faculty. From this 
he deducts 25 per cent to cover 
retirement and insurance provis- 
ions and sabbatical-leave reserves, 
leaving ‘a total of $720,000 for 
faculty salaries. 

Under similar assumptions, Ruml 
offers generally similar models for 


_ liberal arts colleges with 800, 1800 
‘and 3000 students. For the largest 


size college, he assumes abolish- 
ing the present academic year of 
two semesters of 16-4% weeks each 
and substituting three academic 
quarters of 11 weeks each, with a 
possible fourth quarter in the sum- 
mer. This reform of the academic 
calendar he recommends as being 
more efficient for all colleges. 
Top salary on Ruml’s largest model 
is $26,000 per year for a college 
with 3,000 students and the top 
salary on his smallest (800 stu- 
dents) model is $18,000. 
3 Types 

Looking toward. curriculum re- 
form, Donald Morrison suggests 
three possible types of ‘“mechan- 
ism” for bringing about change in 
the structure and operation of lib- 
eral arts colleges—one by initia- 
tive of the college president; an- 
other by a faculty committee; and 
a third by a .tri-partite body on 
which administration, faculty and 
trustees would all be represented. 
He says, “Whatever tthe ‘mechan- 
ism,’ the president and faculty 
must join in common cause. if 
the planned change is to take 
place.” 

At many points in the report, 
Beardsley Ruml stresses the ulti- 
mate and inescapable responsibil- 
ity of the trustees, under the col- 
lege charter, for the conduct and 
welfare of the college and urges 
them to ask for more complete in- 
formation on current operations 
and to take a more active part in 
the affairs of the college. At one 
point, Ruml says, “In selecting an 
instrument for the purpose of re- 
constructing the curriculum of a 
liberal college, the trustees must 
keep in mind that the process 


' will take many years of devoted 
_ work and that flexibility and adapt- 


ability to experience, to circum- 
stance, and to the unpredictable 
are necessary to avoid rigidity and 


_ the inevitable hostility that re- 


sponds to a stubborn and arrogant 
force.” 

In one section, Ruml says flat- 
ly, “The most serious general 
problem facing the colleges is the 
prevailing low level of academic 
salaries. This is a matter to which 
the trustees must give their pro- 
found attention in meeting their 
charter responsibilities.”

Dr. Finger Talks 
To Hinds Student 
Body In Assembly 


“Ambition, drive, industry, self- 
discipline’? are some of the ingre- 
dients that must be supplied by the 
student who would get a college 
education, according to Dr. Ellis 
Finger, Millsaps College president, 
who was guest speaker at Hinds 
assembly Wednesday morning. 


Dr. Finger stated that some other 
pre-requisites are the native gifts 
a student brings to school, endow- 
ments of intellect and ability to 
learn, for which he is not responsi- 
ble, but which others gave; also 
those skills which he has developed 
—all that which he has acquired 
prior to college entrance, for which 
he is responsible; and the pre- 
requisite of a place of instruction, 
an environment of learning, and in- 
terest, largely provided by the col- 
lege. 

The speaker, defining education 
as a transmission of culture, em- 
phasized the importance of appras- 
ial and reappraisal of facts and 
data, stating that knowledge is not 
enough, that there must be know- 
ledge of truth. He pointed out the 
meaning of the passage, ‘‘Ye shall 
know the truth, and the truth shall 
make you free.’’ 


Dr. Finger was the assembly 
guest of the Phi Theta Kappa at 
Hinds. Outda Henderson, president 
of the local chapter, presented the 
speaker, after the devotional was 
conducted by Nancy Ruth Chap- 
man. At this period, Mrs. Leslie 
Reeves sang ‘““The Lord’s Prayer.”’

Segregation Still Prevails 


While many Northern radicals and slanted publications 
are saying that the racial segregation of the South is in op- 
position to The Constitution, they seem to have lost sight of 
the fact that in many Northern cities segregation still prevails. 


Though it is not the same staunch principled segregation 
of the deep South, it is, nevertheless, obvious. In many of the 
larger cities of- the North, where crowded schools and the 
intermingled races are prevalent, statistics show a steady loss 
of white population to the suburbs and a steady increase of 
Negroes in the larger city schools. 


Of 704 schools examined more than half are virtually 
segregated and the number of so called de facto segregation 
is apparently on the increase. 


Perhaps it would be wise for the men of the 1954 U. S. 
Supreme Court who decided that “separate educational facili- 
ties are inherently unequal” to study a little psychology. By so 
doing they might realize that in a democratic nation you can’t 
force anything on people when they don’t desire it. 


Establish A Good Habit 


We acquire a habit without much effort, be it good or bod. 
To establish a good habit requires definite desire on our part 
and planned procedure. We must set up the stimulus or re- 
minder and constantly bring to our attention that which we 
wish to become habit. 


We must then condition our minds to insist that we think 
about the subject as frequently as possible.

They become a part 
of us — second nature without apparent effort. 


The everyday practice of safety must become a natural 
habit with each of us if it is to become effective.

Defense Act 
Controversies 


On College Aid

One controversy after another has 
been piling up on the state and na- 
tional government; 
scenes as the new: 
year is fast ap-: 
proaching. 

The latest na-i 
tional controver- 
sy, which affects: 
us as college stu- 
dents, concerns: 
the National De-: 
fense Act. In this 
Act Congress appropriated $31,000,- 
000 a year for loans to needy stu- 
dents for their education. 

In return each student receiving 
a loan from the government must 
sign an anti-Communist affidavit 
along with an oath of allegiance to 
uphold the government of the Uni- 
ted States. 

Out of 1,370 institutions which 
have been participating in the pro- 
gram, 12 universities and colleges 
now refuse to continue under it. 
They say that the anti-Communist 
stipulation brings up an unneces- 
ict suspicion of disloyalty. 

Dollar Required 

Each participating college under 
the program is required by law to 
provide only one dollar of their own 
funds for every nine dollars furnish- 
ed by the Federal government for 
student loans. 

John F. Morse, administrator of 
the loan fund in the office of Edu- 
cation in Washington, stated, ‘‘The 
act was passed for the benefit of 
needy students, not for the institu- 
tions. Wealthy institutions may well

provide these benefits from other | 
sources, but there are a number of 


institutions which, if they were to 
take the stand Harvard, Yale, and 
others have taken, would literally 
force students out of college.’’ 

Executives of some of the col- 
leges say they don’t object to the 
taking of the oath of allegiance by 
the students, but they do not want 
to see an anti-Communist affidavit 
included. 

The reply to this by several sena- 
tors was that to take the oath and 
refuse to sign the anti-Communist 
affidavit is a contradiction. ‘‘The 
students should deem it an honor to 
sign the document in question,” 
stated Senator Bridges, New ee 
shire Republican. 

Revisions Studied 

Revisions of the law are in pro- 
cess and there is hope of passing 
a new and stiffer law in the next 
session of Congress. Proposed 
amendments are repealing the ex- 
isting provision and_ substituting 
clauses that would make it a felony 
hereafter for anyone to accept a 
loan under the program and then 
participate in Communist organiza- 
tions or advocate the overthrow of 
our government by illegal means. 

“In the subcommittee on Inter- 
nal Security, we have found a pat- 
tern,’’ said Senator Johnston, Dem- 
ocrat from South Carolina. ‘‘The 
Communists use the students with- 
in the college to further their pur- 
pose.”’ 

‘Tf we Iet one such person into 
a college . . . he will be protected to 
a certain extent because the student 
body will say that he is attending 
the college because of payments he 
is receiving from the government 
of the United States, and that tends 
to turn suspicion away from that 
individual. That is the one reason 
I want to throw all the protections 
possible around those whom we as- 
sist as students in the colleges of 
the United States,’”’ concluded Sen- 
ator Johnston.

Reporter Gets Inside Dope ) 


On College’s Flying School

As an added attraction to a fea- 
ture this air-anxious Hindsonian 
staff writer recently took a spin 
in Hinds’ Piper Super Cruiser, air- 
plane owned by Hinds Junior Col- 
lege and flown by Mr. Kennis Bry- 
ant at the John Bell Williams Air- 
port. 


It was the first airplane ride 
excited 


for the 
reporter 
strapped 
back seat of the 
three - passenger 
flying machine, 


the 4000 foot run- 


way, a Slight JOAN 
flock of butterflies attacked. 


Once the cruiser reached its alti- 
tude, though, a kinda-nervous re- 
porter calmed down and glanced 
out at the city below, which now 
appeared a village of little people. 


It was fun, and the ride back was 
much shorter than the ride up had 
been. In fact, the plane was circling 
the airport before the passenger 
realized that it was nearing a 
landing. 


The airport, 640-acres of land 
owned and operated by Hinds Jun- 
ior College, is headquarters for 
Hinds’ flying school, which offers 
a course in both flying and _ air- 
plane mechanics. Mr. Kennis Bry- 
ant, who took up flying about 30 
years ago just because he wanted 
to fly, has served as flying instruc- 
tor for the past nine years. 


Old Hand At Flying 


Mr. Bryant obtained his instruct- 
or’s license at Parks Air College 
in St. Louis in 1930, but did not 
begin teaching until about 10 years 
ago. 


This year, for the first time in 


is taking flying lessons. She is 
Jessie Marie Cowan, of Natchez, 
who is working for a_ private 
license. 


To obtain a private license one 
must complete from 40 to 45 hours 
of training, including 15 hours of 
cross-country flying. For a com- 
mercial license, one must complete 
200 hours of training, 50 hours of 
that being cross-country flying. 


Since Hinds has owned the cruis- 
er, it has been flown the equivalent 
of six trips around the earth at the 
equator. It cruises at a speed of 
about 110 miles per hour with a 


. | maximum speed of 130 miles per 
.| hour. 


It usually flies at an altitude of 
from five thousand to seven thou- 
sand feet, but on some cross-coun- 
try flights, it flies at an altitude of 


about ten thousand feet. It cannot 


go beyond this altitude without a 
supply of oxygen. : 


Set To Go Up 
Mr. Bryant, anxious to see just 
how high he can fly the plane, has 
flown as high as 15,000 feet, and 
has plans for rigging an oxygen 
tank and mask and going 20,000 
feet, just a little short of four miles. 


Mr. Bryant says that the best air- 
plane has not been built yet. Mis- 
sissippi State University is working 
on one now that starts much slow- 
er than others, but cruises about 
three times as fast and can land 
anywhere.

Russia and the United States, are taking time out for a propa- 
ganda move with good will tours. 

The recent travels of President Eisenhower and Mr. Kru- 
schev leave room for much speculation. Both seem to be in- 
ternational salesmen trying to gain support with their words 
of peace. 


Ike, in his much publiciz- 
ed tour, is breaking with tradi- 
tion. Diplomatic policy in the 
past has been to let the minor 
power visit the major power, 
but times have changed; and 
to ease tension and strengthen 
allegiances, the president has 
seen fit to take his foreign pol- 
icy down a step and place it 
on an informal basis. 


Ike is being both dedicated-and practical by having his 
tours at this time. He is dedicated in trying to ease tension 
and further peaceful co-existence now before the U. S. takes 
time out next year for a national election. At the same time 
he is practical, for he knows all favorable publicity will help 
to “groom” the Republicans for a return to the White House. 

The real question boils down to the following: “What real 
long range good has come out of the tours and talks?” 

While there have been no strong agreements or offensive 
blocks, tension has, certainly, been eased and foreign heads of 
state have had a chance to understand Ike’s policy.

Think that’s a pretty big job for 
one person? Yes, it would be except 
for the fact that she is well assisted 
by two assistant dietitians, Mrs. 
Ruby Berryhill and Mrs. Maggie 
Finger, along with 11 excellent 
cooks. 

Said Mrs. Welch, ‘‘I have always 
loved to cook—all my life.” It 
wasn’t until she had taught school 
for 11 years, however, that she de- 
cided to enter the field of cafeteria 
management. She quit teaching and 
entered the University of Mississip- 
pi for special training in this field. 
And that’s how Hinds lucked up on 
getting such an excellent cafeteria 
manager. 

Mrs. Welch, who is a member of 
the American School Food Service 
Association, says that she plans 
every meal for that meal only, 
whereas dietitians in many cafe- 
terias have a regular pattern to fol- 
low—for example, ham every Mon-

Who can think back over the Furious 50’s without re- 
membering some of the joys and hardships 
which will be written into the pages of the 
history of mankind? Who can recollect the 
past decade without remembering the name, 
Dr. Jonas E. Salk? 

The name Dr. Jonas E. Salk is now recognized around the 
world. The man responsible for the Salk vaccine has become 
one of medicine’s great figures and his name is a household 
word. 

‘Yet 17 years ago, back in 1942, Jonas E. Salk was just 
another name on an application blank, another young research 
scientist, requesting fellowship assistance to study viruses. 

This young man received a $2,100 grant and went on to 
make the first significant “break-through” in the fight against 
polio. 

_ Had the $2,100 invested in 1942 in Jonas E. Salk not been 
granted by the American people through the March of Dimes, 
there might have been no Salk vaccine. 

But the Salk “break-through” and the positive prevention 
of polio are not the only phase of the New March of Dimes — 
The National Foundation. 

Included in The National Foundation’s research grants 
for polio are 16 respiratory and rehabilitation centers situated 
strategically around the country. Clinical research into new 
techniques of treatment for paralyzed patients is one of their

A few weeks ago the beginning of a new decade was 
heralded with the sincere hope that it might be the beginning 
of a new year of peace and prosperity for all mankind. 


This week saw the outbreak of demonstrations around the 
world with anti-Jewish slogans. With these attacks, the sparks 
of a dead Nazism were fanned and the fire of this false totali- 
tarian ideology is once again rekindled. 


From Russia’s official communist voice, Newspaper 
Pragda, comes word that attempts to pour out more propa- 
ganda will be made to keep the state from losing ground. The 
talks of peaceful co-existence do not need to stop the growth 
of propaganda in favor of Russian ideology, the newspaper 
emphasizes. 


This week Russians released word also that they intend 
to fire an I. C. B. M. missile which will fall somewhere in the 
Pacific Ocean, supposedly about 715 miles southwest of Hono- 
lulu. Moscow broadcasts stated that American and British 
tests have already contaminated the area. 


Senators Mike Mansville and Hubert Humphreys have de- 
nounced this Russian move and say that it should be taken up 
with the United Nations. They suggest it may forfeit the need 
of a summit meeting. 


We’re not superstitious but it’s interesting to note that 
the now hailed military genius Billy Mitchell (who successfully 
predicted the Second World War, the Japanese attack, and the 
advent of air power) predicted that World War III would begin 
in January of 1960. What’s even more significant is the fact 
that the date he set is one day off from the beginning of 
Russia’s tests. 


When the Blessed Virgin is said to have appeared to the 
children of Fatima in France after the First World War, her 
urgent request was that the people of the world unite in pray- 
ers for peace. If not, she said, wars and strife would ravage 
the world. A sealed letter said to be from her was dictated to 
one of the children to be read to the world by his holiness, the 
Pope, in 1960.

Training Technicians At Hinds

(Editor’s Note) In the November- 
December issue of “‘Help Build 
Mississippi,” official, publication of 
Mississippi Power and Light Com- 
pany, there is an excellent article 
on the technical training program 
at Hinds Junior College. 


Reinforced by statistics, descrip- 


' tions, and pictures, the article tells 


of the important role Mississippi's 
junior colleges are playing in sup- 
plying trained technical workers 
for Mississippi industry. 


Written by Pat Smith and Irl 
Dean Rhodes, Hinds staff members, 
the complete article appears below. 

For every professional engineer, 
industry needs approximately five 
to seven engineering technicians. 
The technician is the man holding 
the key spot between the engineer 
and the craftsman in industry. He 
uses drawing instruments, gauges, 
applied sciences, mathematics, 
eommon sense and good judgment 
to turn the engineer’s ideas into 
products. 


In the past, the lack of trained 
industrial technicians has been one 


most modern and efficient indus- 
trial training schools. A trainee can 
specialize in the field of office ma- 
chinist technician, wood-working 
technician, radio and TV _ techni- 
cian, electrical technician, engine 
technician, refrigeration technician, 
or drafting technician. Three yéars 
ago, under the auspices of the 
American Society of Civil Engi- 
neers, Hinds added courses in topo- 
graphic and architectural drafting. 


Machinist Training 


To the increasing number of 
heavy industries moving into Mis- 
sissippi, the machinist technician 
training program is the most valu- 
able. In this field a trainee can 
specialize as metal cutter, lathe, 
drill operator and shaper, finishing 
inspector, metal works foreman, 
salesman, inspector, welder, check- 
er mechanic, and tool and die 
maker. 


When Vickers Incorporated es- 
tablished its new aerohydraulics 
machining plant in Jackson in 1956, 
Hinds conducted training courses 
for its future plant personnel, and

For Mary Beth has an open spine — which means that 
somewhere during prenatal growth a segment of her spine 
failed to develop fully. 

Mary Beth also suffers from hydrocephalus, or “water on 
the brain,” but this often disfiguring disease is scarcely ap- 
parent in the child. . 

The medical future for Mary Beth is uncertain. There is 
no hope for a cure for her spinal defect. But she does crawl 
with unbelievable speed by propelling herself with her arms. 

There are 250,000 Mary Beths born annually in the. 
United States with significant birth defects. Each year 
some 34,000 infants with birth defects are still born or 
die in the first month of life. 

Nothing can bedone at this time for Mary Beth. But just 
as March of Dimes contributions led to the Salk preventive 
for polio, so will National Foundation research hasten the day 
when the tragic puzzle of birth defects may be solved.

Report Address 


For Government 


The federal government requires 
every person who is not a citizen 
of the United States to report his 
address to the government each 
January. 


The government has _ printed 
ecards which non-citizens use to 
report their addresses. The cards 
are available at post offices or im- 
migration service offices. 

Parents should file cards for 
children under 14 years of age who 
are not citizens. 


The law requires that these cards 
be filled out before January 31 of 
each year. 

This notice does not apply to 
you if you are a citizen of the 
United States. However, you will 
be assisting the government and 
any of your friends who are not 
United States citizens if you will 
remind them of the address report 
requirement.

‘MEMO TO A COLLEGE TRUSTEE’ 


Bold Thinking About How To Organize, Run Liberal Arts 


Bold new thinking ‘about how to 


| organize and run a liberal arts col- 
lege is called for by Beardsley 
Rum! in a report, ‘“Memo to a Col- 
lege Trustee,’? being published to- 


day by McGraw-Hill Book Com- 


‘pany. 


This provocative treatise, pre- 
pared for and transmitted by the 
Fund for the Advancement of Edu- 
cation, asserts that if American 
colleges managed their affairs more 
effectively they could — without 
raising tuition fees—improve the 
quality of education and nearly 
double faculty salaries. 

Among the more striking points 
in the new ‘‘Ruml plan’, which 
promises to arouse lively discussion 
on every college campus from New 
York to San Francisco and among 
present or future college 
students, are the following: 

Courses Reduced 
—Total number of courses should 
be sharply reduced, academic 
deadwood should be cut away, 
and a better balance established 
between large and small classes. 
—The ratio of students to faculty 
should be increased and colleges, 
instead of priding themselves on 
having only eight or nine stu- 
dents per teachr, should accept 

a ratio of about 20 to 1 as nor- 

mal. 
should devise better 
means for organizing the curricu- 


lum and not leave this function 
at the mercy of conflicting pres- 
sures from academic  depart- 
ments. 

—A limited number of large and 
excellent lecture courses should 
be included in the curriculum, 
thus making it economically pos- 
sible for every student to ex- 
perience also some well-planned 
small seminar-discussion courses. 

—The old-fashioned recitation ses- 
sion has no place in higher edu- 
cation and colleges should en- 
courage more independent study 
by students under faculty guid- 
ance. 

—The student’s weekly classroom 
schedule should be cut from fif- 
teen hours to twelve, leaving 
time for more adequate prepara- 
tion and independent investiga- 
tion. 

Load Reduced 

—Working conditions for faculty 
should be improved: weekly 
teaching load should be reduced 
to an average of about nine 
hours and ample time provided, 
including sabbatical leaves, for 
research, writing and profession- 
al development. 

—College budgets should be so 
managed that, to the fullest ex- 
tent possible, money paid by 
students in tuition fees should 
go directly for faculty compensa- 
tion. 


—Under the foregoing curriculum 
and budgetary arrangements, sal- 
aries of faculty members could 
be—and should be—practically 
doubled. 

—For most colleges, the key to 
better quality education and to 
higher salaries is to combine an 
expansion of enrollments with 
a more efficient use of faculty 
time and of the college’s physi- 
cal plant. 

In addition to the main recom- 
mendations as_ formulated by 
Beardsley Ruml, the report con- 
tains a section, ‘‘Achievement of 
the Possible,’’ by the late Donald 
H. Morrison, provost of Dartmouth 
College, who died suddenly in 
March, while the book was on the 
press. 

Well Known Writer 

Ruml, who is perhaps best 
known to the public as the in- 
ventor of the 1943 national pay- 
as-you-go plan for income tax col- 
lection, has served as director of 
the Laura Spelman Rockefeller 
Memorial, dean of the social 
sciences and professor of education 
at the University of Chicago, chair- 
man of the board of the Federal 
Reserve Bank of New York and of 
R. H. Macy and Company, Inc. He 
is active in the affairs of the 
Committee for Economic Develop- 
ment and the National Planning 
Association.

Young won the state track crown 
in 1958 and took second place in 


the state in 1955, ’57, and ’59. 

A native of Copiah county, Young 
was a member of the Hazlehurst 
football team before entering the 
United States Navy in 1943.

He played center for Delta State 
in 1947 and. ’48.

This year’s edition of the Hinds 
Junior College basketball team 
climbed into fhe top spot in state 
junior college competition early in 
the season and held first place 
through the rest of the year.

With 
the postponement, nine qualified judges, all skilled in 
the arts of speech and debate, had to decline their in- 
vitations to judge because of previous commitments for 

_ that week. 
In their place was substituted nine other judges, only one 
of whom actually was a speech teacher.

All the awards had been given, and Hinds was not on the 
For this reason, this editorial is not written to 
gain either sympathy or praise, only to point out a few facts 
which to us are appalling. 

On a college level, one would not think of having referees 
for athletic events who were not qualified and thoroughly 
skilled in the nature of their work. In a music festival, only 
those who have attained the knowledge of their profession are 


_acceptable for judges. 


If this is so, why must speech events be different? 
Cannot we see that the real purpose of such competition 
is not for glory, but for students to gain valuable exper- 
ience from the occasion? Is it not obvious that a farce 
with well-meaning but naive judges does more harm than 

_ good? 
The state speech teachers from the junior colleges in 
the state meet in Jackson each December before Youth Con- 


_ gress to draw up rules for the spring speech festival. 


When judges are not acquainted with these rules, 
when they are not familiar with the area of speech, when 
-only one judge in nine is a speech teacher, is it pone . 
to render a fair decision? 

The Hinds debate team has been working faithfully since 
last September gathering material and engaging in preliminary: 
debates, under the capable direction of Mr. Pat Smith, campus 
English instructor. They have won contests with Mississippi 
College, a skilled senior college group which has debated 
throughout the south. 

Several of the debate judges at the festival had never even 
seen a debate. One judge was quoted as saying that she 
judged the debate solely on presentation. (We should know 
it is not presentation that wins a debate. It is the number of 
points you make in defense of your side of the question.) 

Mr. Fred L. Brooks, president of the Mississippi 

_ Speech Association and head of the Hinds speech and 
drama departments, said, “Before | went to the festival, 
| would not get my hopes too high, because | didn’t know 
what kind of competition we’d have. After | saw the 
competition, | firmly believe we deserved to get ne over- 
‘all individual events award.” 

In the after dinner speech category the judge stated that 
she agreed that the Hinds representative had the best speech 


-and the best presentation, but because she rolled her eyes 


and projected her voice softly, she was ruled third place win- 

ner. (It might be pointed out that she did so for emphasis 

in her speech as it was satire of different personalities.) 
There are many other clear cut cases which we will not 


 gointo. Our final question is simply, was the festival a farce? 


In light of the facts stated above we can reach but one 
answer. It hurts not only the loser, but the people who 
were wrongly judged winner. It does so because they 
firmly believe this to be true and will have a sad day of 
awakening when they reach senior college.

Network, Independent Radio Stations Serve To Inform 


By JOHNNY SUMRALL 
A radio station to many people 
is their only means of keeping up 
with what’s going on in the world. 
*Many people fail to read their daily 
newspapers because of lack of time. 
The radio station plays an impor- 
tant part in the community by keep- 
ing people informed about the 
weather and local happenings. 
There are two different kinds of 
radio stations. The network station 
sticks to network programs which 
are carried over all the nation and 
a station of this kind usually has 
a lot of public service announce- 
ments. 


The independent station is main- 
ly music and news with regular 


' newscasts and weather reports. 


They also play rock and roll music 
where a network station does not. 


Independent Station 
WRBC is. an independent station, 
and the remainder of this story 
will attempt to tell you a little 
about the running of an independent 
radio station. 


Bill Gilbert, WRBC radio announ- 
cer, said ‘‘the-D.J. doés not have 
any particular schooling for the 
job. He must be able to use his 
voice in various ways for different 
types of things. 


Basically a salesman on the air, 
he ‘must use his voice to sell a 
product which the consumer can’t 
see. He also must know his music.’’ 

The basic staff’ members of a 
radio station include manager, ac- 
counting department, salesmen to 
sell air time, disc jockeys, traffic 
clerk, and program director. 


Manager Is Boss 
The manager must see that all 
departments of the radio are kept 
running smoothly and that the over- 


all sound on the air sounds good. 
The overall sound on the air means 
simply the sound that you hear 
coming over your radio. 


The accounting department keeps 


plays are all given to them by the 
various record companies. The new 
records received are placed on the 
extra list and if the station gets 
enough requests for them over a 
two week period, they are put on 


the records concerning bills paid the survey. 


and bills not paid. They .also send 
out statements each month to peo- 
ple who owe them money. 


The salesmen go to the various 
businesses and sell air advertising. 
The selling job is one of the hardest 
of all because the salesman doesn‘t 
have anything to show or prove that 
advertising on the radio is profit- 
able. 


“Play Records 
The disc jockeys or radio announ- 
cers are the ones who play the mu- 
sic, try to sell products which can’t 
be seen, and keep the public in- 
formed with information on the 
latest weather and news. 


The traffic elerk takes sales or- 
ders as they come in, and assigns 
them a schedule to be heard on the 
air. He also determines how many 
times an order will be heard in a 
fifteen minute period. He makes out 
the program log to.show the D.J. 
when he is to make a certain adver- 
tisement. 


Program Director 
The program director’s job is to 
keep up with the programming and 
let the D.J. know what is expected 
of him. He compiles a local survey 
and picks music to be played. 


Ratings of the various radio sta- 
tions are taken usually twice a 
year. These ratings let the radio 
station know where it ranks among 
other local stations. It also gives 
the radio station a rough estimate 
of how many listeners it has daily.

On February 22, 1732, there was 
born a child destined to be one of 
our nation’s greatest leaders. This 
child was George Washington. 
There are many legends told of 


: |his childhood experiences. The story 


of the cherry tree is the best-known 
and best-loved of any of these leg- 
ends of the ‘‘Father of our Nation’’. 

The life of Washington was one 
of adventure and excitement. His 
family was well-known on the fron- 
tier. Washington was a very active 
person. He made his first survey at 
the age of fourteen. On his sixteenth 
birthday he was employed by Lord 
Fairfax to aid in surveys of his 
holdings beyond the Blue Ridge. 

In return for his services, Wash- 
ington was to receive one doubloon 
and sometimes six pistoles a day. 
A doubloon was valued at fifteen 
dollars. 

His services as a public and mili- 
tary official began with his election 
as the surveyor’of Culpepper Coun- 
ty. He took the oath of office on 
July 20, 1749, at the age of seven- 
teen. Before he was twenty he held 
the rank of major. Two months 
later the Governor commissioned 
him a lieutenant colonel in the Vir- 
ginia Militia. Over a year later 
Governor Dinwiddie commissioned 
him as colonel and commander-in-

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chief of all the Virginia forces. He 
was only 23 when he was commis- 
sioned. 

Washington was a great leader 
during the American Revolutionary 
War. He offered to equip and send 
1,000 men to Boston. He also drilled 
a Virginia Volunteer Company. 

He attended the First and Sec- 
ond Continental Congresses. By a 
motion made by John Adams, he 
was made the Commander of the 
Continental Army in June of 1775. 
Fourteen years later another honor 
even greater than this one was be- 
stowed upon him. On April 30, 1789, 
he took the oath for the office of 
President of the United States. His 
eight years as president were not 
easy ones. A young nation was be- 
ing built and he had to guide it. 

In the year 1797, he refused the 
third term as president and retired 
to his plantation, Mount Vernon. 
Two years after his retirement, on 
Saturday, December 14, 1799, at 
twenty minutes past ten at night, 
the first President of the United 
States died. 

Henry Lee honored him by say- 
ing, ‘First in war, first in peace, 


and first in the hearts of his coun-' 


trymen.”’

Two giant earth tremors, fire, 
and a tidal wave wrecked the south 
Moroccan port of Agadir Monday 
night. Officials feared the death toll 
was 1,000 or more. French military 
authorities said at least 700 persons 
had been killed.

Are We Off The Beam In Education?

For the next few minutes, I would | meaning in life. 


like to talk to you on a subject that 
has me in a quandry, and I am 
trying to seek a way out of it. I 


dare to lay my subject before you} 


because I believe some of you are 
in the same quandry or have been 
or perhaps will be sooner or later. 
How many times have you heard 
a college student say, ‘“‘Well, I 


can’t see how this subject is going 


to benefit me after I graduate,” 
or maybe, ‘‘Well, I just can’t con- 
nect this subject with my major.”’ 
The very fact that our students to- 
day cannot apply this college sub- 
ject to the outside world indicates 
one or perhaps two things. Either 
something is lacking in our educa- 
tional system, or in us as students. 
What is this Lack? I feel that our 
system is so. standardized and 
methodized in teaching procedures 
that today’s college student is not 
being taught to think for himself. 
He is being patterned by methods 
—conformity to mediocrity. It is 
highly possible that a person could 
go through our colleges without 
even having an original thought or 
becoming able to express it if he 
has it. 


Nothing is more revolting than 
a society of standardized minds, 
even if they are standardized on a 
rather high level. It appears that 
Russia is working for this type of 
society—a society which oppresses 
and soon indoctrinates the mind so 
that it cannot or does not think for 
itself. The people of America must 
not want this methodized teaching, 
or we will no longer be a free 
nation. Instead we will be taking a 
short cut towards dictatorship. 


Before we can actually put our 
finger on the exact deficiency in 
our educational system, we should 
first define what is meant by sys- 
tem, and then define and examine 
the true goals for which we are 
aiming. Actually, the system should 
be geared to teaching students to 
think and in the classroom the 
system should be one of motivation 
and not subjugation. Now let’s de- 


fine our goals. I believe that edu- 
cation should be the culmination 
of an eternal process of adjust- 
ment of the physically and mental- 
ly developed human being to this 
world, and more important, to God. 
Another goal of education could be 
defined as the development of 
,man’s power of thought by chal- 
lenging his natural curiosity and 
opening the doors to a wider world 
than he has known. He should be 


Now that we have some idea of 
the goals we are working for, let’s 
go on with the examination of these 
goals. Let’s look at them through 
two basic philosophies that we have 
heard bandied about—often with- 
out much distinction made in them. 
They are naturalism and progmo- 
tism. First, let’s take naturalism 
into consideration. The naturalistic 
philosophy is built as the common 
belief that there is order in nature, 
and that this order can be de- 
pended upon. It can be expressed 
unphilosophically in the common 
saying, ‘“‘Let nature take its 
course.”’ Relate this philosophy to 
the student and his pup through the 
opened doors, and you will find 
that instruction should be inductine. 
This inductiveness can be based on 
the naturalistic advice that teach- 
ing make fullest use of the self- 
activity of the student, telling him 
as much as he wants to know, but 
encouraging him to discover as 
much as possible for himself. A 
student takes more pride in know- 
ledge which he works for and cer- 
tainly understands it better than 
that knowledge which is chewed, 
digested, and fed him in teaspoons 
at irregular intervals. This first- 
hand knowledge is the basis of in- 
tellectual life; the secret of the 
mediocrity of this world lies in the 
second-handed acquisition of know- 
ledge. The sooner the student real- 
izes that second-hand knowledge is 
a necessary evil, the better off he 
will be. At least he will not be won- 
will be. At least he will not be 
wandering around in a fool’s para- 
dise, laboring under the delusion 
that he is being educated. 


Now let’s examine progmatism, 
a doctrine which has received wide 
recognition in our educational 
thought today. This doctrine is one 
that is grounded in individual dif- 
ference in students. Under this 


system, each student is taught as 
an individual. A class should not 
be as one gigantic mind, but as in- 
dividual minds with varied capaci- 
ties. 


In many classrooms today, the 
methods of teaching resemble those 
methods used in the working of an 
IBM machine. The students are 
given certain material to mem- 
orize and digest, and then they are 
told to spit out the answers on a 
methodized test, a test which has 
been standardized and approved, 
if not proven. No original thought

New Structures 
Almost Ready 
For Campus Use 


Two new dormitories on the Hinds 
Junior College campus are now 
completed, one for men, and one for 
girls. These add to the campus 
facilities accommodations for 130 
students and five faculty personnel. 

The two-story structures in mod- 
ernistic design are of reinforced 
concrete and masonry and are 
fronted with porches the length of 
the buildings enclosed with solar 
screens of ceramic tile. 

The interiors are unique in ar- 
rangements of four-bedroom units, 
each complete with small foyer, 
large fan, ceramic-tiled bath, spa- 
cious cabinets and closets with 
folding metal and ratox doors, cir- 
culating hot water heating, and 
flourescent lighting. Each building 
has an intercommunication system, 
and telephones. 

Bedrooms have built-in study and 
dressing tables, bookshelves, ward- 


robes and cabinets, large double 


windows with venetian blinds. 

Rooms are furnished with single 
beds and innerspring mattresses, 
bedside tables, and colorful desk 
and lounge chairs, also waste paper 
cans. 


The girls’ dormitory has a laun- 
dry furnished with automatic wash- 
er, and dryer, large sinks, and 
ironing boards. 

Sophomores assigned to the new 
buildings are carefully selected by 
administrative committee on the 
basis of scholarship and citizenship 
records. 

The men are moving into their 
new facility this week. Plans are 
underway for the girls to move im- 
mediately after the spring holidays. 

Plans are now laid out for beau- 
tification of grounds and comple- 
tion of driveways about the build- 
ings as soon as weather conditions 
permit. 

Monday afternoon the college 
Board of Trustees with President 
McLendon, the architect, and the 
contractors toured the two buildings 
for inspection approval.

In this month’s issue of the Junior College Journal, there 
is an article by John H. Herrington, titled “The Junior College 
Student Newspaper — Educational Black Sheep or Blessing?” 


In the article the author gives the junior college publica- 
tions adequate praise for their work, but points out that “‘al- 
though it is generally agreed the newspaper should concern it- 
self with real educational problems, few college publications 
achieve this standard.” 


When the author began to check closely some 4,124 arti- 
cles in samples of 133 issues of junior college newspapers

Openings To Library Workers Available 


_By SUE HARVEY 
In 1957, it was estimated that 
10,000 more librarians could be em- 
ployed. This is a not-to-be-passed- 
up opportunity for young people 
interested in this type of work. 


According to the most recent 
census, there are 55,750 men and 
women serving in America’s libra- 
ries. Of this total, about 16,000 
librarians and_ teacher-librarians 
serve in elementary and high school 
libraries. 


To rank as a professional in most 
library jobs requires study in an 
approved library school. This ordi- 
narily means five years of college 
study, four to meet requirements 
for a bachelor’s degree, and a fifth 
year or more of study in library 
science. 


The starting salaries of libra- 
rians compare favorably with those 
of other professions in allied fields. 
For the new librarian of ability, 
promotion is usually rapid. He may 
expect to earn from $4,500 to $6,000 
in a few years. 


Equally important, library work 
assures a high degree of security— 
along with good working conditions, 
sick leave, vacations, and retire- 
ment protection. 


Few professions—few fields of 
any kind—offer such a wide variety 
of work situations as does librarian- 
ship. There are four major types of 
libraries—public, school college or 
university, and special. 


What must you have in human 
capabilities to be a librarian? There 
are certain qualifications you 
should develop—a liking for peo- 
ple and a desire to be helpful; an 
attachment to books and curiosity 
about them; tact, energy, initiative, 
good health. You must be willing 
to work hard at your education for 
librarianship and look forward to 
working at a good, fast pace as a 
librarian. To be a successful libra- 
rian you should be constantly alert 
to new ideas and change. 


Libraries which fall short, pos- 
sibly for lack of community sup- 
port, possibly for need of a pro- 
gressive administrator—offer the 
finest challenge to young people.

Reading Classes 
Designed To Meet 


Learning Skills 


Hinds Junior College, in com- 
mon with most seniar colleges 
and universities, has a reading and 
study skill improvement program 
for students. The contest of the 
reading classes indicates that it 
is concerned with a wide range 
of learning skills. 


While the core of each meeting 
consists of instruction and prac- 
tice in some facet of reading, oth- 
er activities include systematic 
practice of study skills, taking ex- 
aminations, vocabulary develop- 
ment, note-taking, discussion of 
problems and techniques related 
to concentration, preparing for ex- 
aminations, and critical reading 
and listening. Individual aid is 
given students with difficulties in 
spelling, and other content courses. 

Students Screened 

All students are screened diag- 
nostically to determine level of 
reading skills, vision, and hearing. 

The course is designed to im- 
prove speed and comprehension of 
students and especially those stu- 
dents who read so slowly as to 
find it difficult to carry on college 
work successfully. Most students 
find it relatively easy to double 
their initial rates of reading by 
the end of the term’s work. 


Different Speeds 

As must be expected, improve- 
ments in both speed and compre- 
hension differ remarkably from 
student to student since these im- 
provements must depend in large 
part upon the student’s beginning 
habits, his intelligence, and, prob- 
ably most important of all, his 
motivation. 

The Hinds Junior College course 
is designed as a skills course. Its 
methods are intended to be applied 
to its students with as much flexi- 
bility as its instructor can devise. 
Its goals are simple and practical 
ones, and they are largely achieved 
as tests at intervals reveal.

Every four years the Unit- 
ed States turns from foreign 
and focuses its 
major attention on the presi- 
dental election and home 
politics. Since this time is ap- 
proaching, we thought it 
would be interesting to ques- 
tion campus political science 
students and present a poli- 
tical preference survey in 
the Hindsonian. 


Approximately 125 stu- 
dents in Mr. J. R. Harris’ poli- 
tical science classes particip- 
ated in the survey. The re- 
sults are as follows: 


For President 

John Kennedy (Dem.) 41; 
Richard M. Nixon (Rep.) 26; 
Lyndon Johnson (D) 18; Ad- 
lai Stevenson (D) 9; Stuart 
Symington (D) 5; Wayne 
Morse (D) 3; Nelson Rocke- 
feller (R) 5; and Hubert Hum- 
phrey (D) 2. 


The question was asked, 
“If voting for president of 
the United States, would you 
vote for the political party 
or for the individual candi- 
date?”’ Students voted 25 for 
the party, and 96 for the can- 
didate. 


In the survey 26 students 
said they would vote for the 
Democratic nominee regard- 
less of who is nominated by 
the Republican Party, and 94 
said they would not. 


When asked whether they 
would stick with the party 
even though they were not 
satisfied with the party’s 
choice for a nominee, 102. 
answered no, while 23 an- 
swered yes. 


Concerning the Demo- 
cratic convention in “July at 
Los Angeles, 63 voted in fav- 
or of a Mississippi delegation 
walk-out if the platform on 
civil rights is not acceptable 
to the South. Fifty-seven 


‘voted against a walk-out.

However, 83 students dis- 
agreed. They said the way in 
which State prohibition laws 
are handled and enforced are 
not adequate. 


Forty students answered yes 
when asked if further steps 
should be taken to pass laws 
to change the present status 
of the alcoholic question in 
Mississippi. On the 
hand, 82 advocated no change 
and answered “no.”

For the final question 71 
students voted in favor of 
local option liquor by the 
counties of the State. The 
negative side was taken by 
51 who were not in favor of 
local option. 


Conclusions 

Certain conclusions can be 
reached in regard to this sur- 
vey. Those which seem most 
obvious to us are the follow- 
ing: 


In Hinds Junior College 
where Catholic students are 
in the minority, John Ken- 
nedy, a Catholic, polled the 
largest number of votes. 


Richard Nixon came in sec- 
ond, but taking into consid 
eration the total 78 votes for 
possible Democratic nomi- 
nees it appears that after the 
Democratic convention the 
other votes may be strongly 
united and in favor of thé 
Democratic nominee. 


Voters still prefer the can- 
didate’s individual appeal 
rather than voting for the 
party because of affiliation. 
Most students feel that steps 
should be taken to adequate- 
ly enforce or change prohibi- 
tion laws in the state. 


The last question is not so 
easily answered — that of 
local option on liquor. While 
the majority of political 
in favor of it, the vote was 
close, 71-51. 


Exactly what tangible 
value does a survey of this 
typs have? Possibly none, 
but it may aid in our evalua- 
tion of certain questions 
which we will all have to 
face someday.

For 
a number of years the lake was 
leased to the Optimist Club and 
used for a summer camp for un- 
derprivileged children. At some 
time during this period the water 
was stocked with a variety of fish. 
Lease Expires 

By 1955 the lease had expired 
and Hinds Junior College once 
again took over operations. Coach 
Louis Boteler was placed in charge 
of the lake. In the fall of 1956 the 
lake was drained, all fish removed, 
and the rough fish killed. The lake 
was then completely re-stocked, 
but it was not until June of 1958 
that people were allowed to fish 
there once again. 

Since 1955, improvements at the 
lake have been tremendous. The 
college has renovated the lodge so 
that it can now easily accommo- 
date a party of 50 people. A mod- 
ern kitchen was added, and tables 
and chairs were provided. At the 
lakeside a sand beach was made 
and new piers built. 

Golf Course 

In 1958 a nine hole golf course 
was placed on the territory sur- 
rounding the lake. Construction of 
the entire tract was under the sup- 
ervision of Mr. Sonny Guy. 

Latest improvements on the lake 
include bath-houses for men and 
for women, the installation of a 
cyclone fence, and work on the 
golf course. 

At present, facilities for boating, 
golfing, and picnicing are in use. 
Mr. Jack Treloar, who is in charge 
of the operations of the lake, said 
he is not yet ready to announce 
specifically, the opening day for

William Stanciu, an aspiring ac- 
tor who tried to follow in the foot- 
steps of the late Errol Flynn, died 
in Hollywood Sunday—about twen- 
ty-four hours after he shot himself 
in front of Beverly Aadland, 
Flynn’s last flame.

Her story was bitterly denied by 
the dead youth’s brother Kenneth, 
22, another would-be actor whose 
professional name is Shawn Ten- 
ner. 

He told the Associated Press: 
“Why would Billy want to rape 
her? He and Beverly have been 
going together every night for six 
weeks. Everybody in town knows 
that.’

and ‘“‘round ball”’ 
ee which resulted in 
TOMMY the creation of a 
_ virtually new game called baseball. 
Doubleday is credited with in- 
troducing the diamond-shaped field, 
“Ah 90 feet on each side; with assigning 
est players to definite positions (al- 
though he had 11 men on a team); 
and with establishing the name 
“‘haseball’’. He introduced Ameri- 
ca’s national pastime and there- 
fore he has been named the father 
of baseball. 

Everywhere in the East, boys 
were playing Doubleday’s game 
A and in 1845 the first baseball orga- 
#1 nization was formed. This was the 
Knickerbocker Baseball Club of 
New York. With the addition and 
changes of a few of the rules, in- 
terest in the sport grew tremen- 
dously and by 1858, the National 
Association of Baseball Players 
was formed by 25 clubs from vari- 
ous parts of the country. Nearly 
100 clubs were represented in the 
association in 1865. 


Baseball Goes To College 


Baseball spread into the colleges 
and universities but remained an 
intra-mural game until 1866, when 
the Harvard class formed a college 
team, which played Yale and 

_ Princeton. ‘Another important date 
in the history of baseball was the 
year 1869, for it was in this year 
that the first professional team was 
organized. It was known as the 
Cincinnati Red Stockings. 

In 1871 eight professional clubs 
formed the National Association of 
Professional Baseball Players. Five 
years later through the tireless ef- 
forts of Henry M. Chadwick, the 
first great baseball writer, and 
with the aid of Pitcher Albert 
Spalding, the present National Lea- 
gue was founded. The present 
American League wasn’t formed 
until 29 years later when both lea- 
gues consisted of the present eight 
teams. 


‘60 Baseball Previews 


Now the year is 1960, the places 
are Florida and Arizona, and the 
cause is spring training. Spring 
is the time of year when all the 
major league teams gather their 
equipment and journey to the lands 
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of warmth and sunshine to get 
ready for the upcoming season. 

This year is certainly no excep- 
tion and all sixteen clubs are ready- 
ing for their 154-game_ schedule. 
Many new things steal the scene 
this year, for the Chicago White 
Sox have new uniforms with the 
individual player’s name on the 
back, the San Francisco Giants 
will move into their new home, 
called Candlestick Park, and more 
than 600 night games will be played 
during the season. The newly ap- 
proaching season should prove to 
be one of the very best.

With Red Schoendienst back into 
the lineup, and a brand new Mil- 
waukee manager, we predict the 
Braves to capture the National 
League pennant.

Needs Of College Freshmen, Sophs 


The English offerings at Hinds 
Junior College have been planned 
to meet the varying needs of first 
year college students—both those 
who plan to continue their college 
education and those who plan to 
terminate their college work with 
either the freshman or sophomore 
year. 

The English Department attempts 
to take each student as he is when 
he enters college and develop him 
as much as it is possible during the 
year or years he is at Hinds. In 
the plan for developing each stu- 
dent, the department strives to 
prepare him to take his place in 
society and be able to spell and 
write good, intelligent sentences. 

In order to meet the needs of the 
students entering Hinds Junior Col- 
lege, the freshman English course 
is planned for various levels. 

Placement Tests 

After staff members have graded 
the entering placement tests given 
during Orientation Week, the ma- 
jority of students are assigned to 
English 50, the regular composition 
course, carrying three hours of 
credit, which may be transferred

This year’s festival activities will 
conclude Friday with the presenta- 
tion of William Falkner’s ‘“‘As I 
Lay Dying’’ by the Baylor Univer- 
sity Drama Department. 


to any other college. 

The other students are placed in 
either English 48 or 49 in which 
additional hours are given to in- 
tensive work in sentence structure, 
grammar, and punctuation. Each 
of these courses offers three hours 
of credit which may be used to 
meet requirements in freshman 
English for graduation at. Hinds 
Junior College. 


The placement tests include a 
vocabulary test, and a test on the 
mechanics of expression—spelling, 
punctuation, capitalization, and 
grammatical usage. These tests aid 
in identifying students who need 
special help with English. If, dur- 
ing the first two weeks of a term, 
a teacher finds that a student has 
not been assigned to the proper 
section, that student may be re- 
assigned upon the recommendation 
of the English staff. 

,Effective Expression 

English 50, the first semester of 
Freshman Composition, is designed 
to familiarize the student with the 
nature and power of the English 
language, and with the techniques 
of correct and effective expression. 
During the semester the student 
writes many themes in an effort to 
practice the principles he has 
learned. 

English 51, the second semester 
of Freshman Composition, focuses 
upon the types of discourse. The 
student reads and analyzes literary 
selections and uses many of these 
as useful models for his own writ- 
ing. The chief emphasis in writing 
is on expository writing. 

Special Emphasis 

English 48 and 49 both offer a 
comprehensive review of grammar. 
In English 48, special emphasis is 
given to the writing of good sen- 
tences. In English 49, the student 
uses a book of elementary exposi- 
tions as a basis for his reading and 
writing. 

Not only does Hinds Junior Col- 
lege offer special opportunities for 
the student whe is deficient in Eng- 
lish, and for the average: student, 
but also for the student who is 
especially gifted with creative 
ability. 

From the class in Creative Writ- 
ing, and also from active member- 
ship on the college newspaper staff, 
students have gone out to win 
recognition in literary fields, and 
to steady employment in magazine 
and newspaper circles.

divided in a heated battle concerning federal aid to educa- 
tion. There are, of course, those who take both sides of the 
question of whether federal aid is good or even necessary. 

Some who are in favor of the federal aid, chiefly the Na- 
tional Educational Association, make dire predictions about 
what will happen to our educational system if the federal 
government does not come to its aid. The fact remains that 
their prophecies have never come true. Most people are in 
sympathy with under-paid teachers, but the source of revenue 
to make pay raises possible is not the federal government. 
It seems to be ‘forgotten that, as many authorities have point- 
ed out, “There is no such thing as federal aid without federal 


aul* 


control. 


its effect upon intergration, among other things. Also, we 
cannot ignore the socialists who cry for federal aid to schools. 
They know the American people can never be expected to 
willingly turn their control over schools to Washington, but 
see in federal aid a means of federal control. 

In a country founded on the principle of God-given rights 
and religious freedom, there are forces at work in the federal 
government to keep all mention of God out of our schools. 

When this country was scared into passing the National 
Defense Education Act by Soviet sputniks, the bureaucrats 
gained the upper hand. The Act, itself, has received much 
recent notice because of its loyalty-oath requirement. 

In trying to ‘‘keep-up” with the Russians, one of the chief 
purposes of the National Defense Education Act, as the name 
implies, is to award scholarships to students who specialize 
in subjects which will help us out-sputnik the Russians. John 
T. Flynn, American news analysis, pointed out statistics to 
show the abuses of this fact when he said, “. . . federal bureau- 
crats awarded five scholarships at one university for advanced 
study in folklore! Another college got two scholarships in 
child development . . . There were a batch of scholarships to 
other colleges for such necessary defense objectives as 
ceramics, studies in theater, dramatic arts, and home econo- 
mics!”

Much unfavorable criticism has recently,;been focused 
on many of the southern cities because of sit-down strikes 
advanced by Negroes of the South and their white northern 
sympathizers.

exists. Private property remains private, and the owner.of 


any private, non-monopoly establishment has every right in 


the world to deny service to anyone, Negro or white, that he 
chooses. It is a privilege, not a right, to obtain service at a 
restaurant. 

“The error the Negroes have made is to employ the sit- 
down method — not a justifiable form of protest, because it 
stops legitimate business and opens the door to widespread 
violence and resentment.”’ (ACP—by Griffin Smith of the Rice 
Institute, Tex., Thresher). 

It may be further pointed out that if the store owners 
were to allow both Negroes and whites at their lunch counters, 
they would probably be loosing a bigger volume of business 
than they would gain because the whites would no longer 
patronize such stores. 

The only way in which something worthwhile can be 
evolved from a situation is by mutual understanding and a 
working out of differences. As long as the segregation issue 
is forced, it will be doing more harm than good! When some- 


thing does more harm than good, we would be better off with- 


out it.
